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The Next Fight over 





Scooters ls Just Beginning 


With the next wave of scooters on the horizon, anew standard for community outreach emerges.

When the San Francisco Munici- 
pal Transportation Agency broke the 
news Aug. 30 about which two scooter 
companies — out of more than a dozen 
who'd applied — had earned pilot pro- 
gram permits, the reaction was like a 
pro-sports draft. Articles popped up on 
the Examiner, the Chronicle, Wired, and 
TechCrunch. Reporters interviewed CEOs 
and dug into the intricacies of both Scoot 
and Skip. And scooter fans immediately 
took to Twitter, berating the city for its 
limited geographical roll-out. 

But buried in the bottom of the 
SFMTA’s lengthy, 1,200-word press 
release was a nugget of information 
that hinted at a larger battle behind 
the scenes. 

“Since no applicant proposed suf- 
ficiently detailed or comprehensive 
community outreach plans, the SFMTA 
will outline the agency’s expectations 
for community engagement prior to 
issuance of the first permit,” it reads. 
“These expectations will detail poten- 
tially appropriate outreach strategies 
(e.g., use of community meetings, 
partnerships with local Communi- 
ty-Based Organizations, etc.), based on 
experience with bikeshare and other 
shared mobility programs in San Fran- 
cisco, as well as peer city best practices. 
Moreover, the SFMTA will require 
Scoot and Skip to submit revised com- 
munity-engagement plans reflecting 
these expectations.” 

It’s a vague and wordy statement, 
but for community groups and non- 
profits across the city, it marks a vital 
shift away from what they see as years 
of watered-down outreach. With this 
mention, the SFMTA acknowledged 
the materialization of a new set of 
guidelines that may dictate how 
emerging mobilities roll out. 

Carlos Bocanegra, a nonprofit 
housing and immigration attorney for 
Mission Neighborhood Centers, says a 
citywide coalition of community stake- 
holders launched a few months ago 
in response to constituents’ concerns 
over the rise of new transit options 
and their impact on the city’s streets 
and sidewalks. Included in the con- 
versation were Senior and Disability 
Action, South of Market Community 
Action Network, Dolores Street Com- 
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munity Services, Impact Hub, Excelsior 
Action Group, MEDA, Mission Hous- 
ing, and United to Save the Mission. 

“There is an implicit understanding 
that these new corporate, emerg- 
ing-mobility systems are themselves 
vehicles for gentrification and dis- 
placement and affect all of our diverse 
communities, unless they are specif- 
ically designed from the ground up 
not to be,” Bocanegra tells SF Weekly. 
“Community groups from across San 
Francisco had begun discussing their 
shared concerns regarding this trend 
of the corporatization of the public 
infrastructure and transit systems, and 
decided to come together for a citywide 
discussion.” 

The conversation extends beyond 
the scooter roll-out, which is but one 
symptom of a larger set of issues 
spurred by an “act first, figure out the 
details later” mentality. 

“There has unfortunately been a 
history of a lack of engagement be- 
tween the SFMTA and diverse and 
marginalized communities, especially 
when it comes to their implementation 
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of new high-impact projects such as 
the scooters and red lanes,” Bocanegra 
says. “Ihe SFMTA historically has done 
what they call ‘outreach,’ where they 
largely decide what planning will be 
done onto a community, then they 
send people out to ‘educate’ the com- 
munity on those changes and set up 
forums to accept minor input. What 

is needed instead is true community 
engagement, where the community is 
respected and safeguarded in the pro- 
cess, and allowed to participate mean- 
ingfully in the changes coming to their 
neighborhood.” 

Diana Flores, director of commu- 
nity engagement and organizing at 
Dolores Street Community Services, 
joined in on the discussion. She says 
that thus far, she’s seen a lack of di- 
verse outreach from the SFMTA to 
vulnerable members of the Mission, 
such as monolingual seniors or people 
with disabilities. 

“There’s a gap between being stake- 
holders and understanding processes, 
and making sure folks are consistently 
informed about what’s coming up in

their neighborhood that affect the way 
to go through their day-to-day rou- 
tine,” Flores says. “When we learned 
the scooter program was moving along 
like other ones that were already rolled 
out, we started joining the conversa- 
tion.” 

That conversation lasted months, 
with half a dozen meetings held over 
the summer. 

In the end, a list of requests was 
narrowed down to 11 points, ranging 
from advisory boards for each district 
to maintaining users’ privacy. Many of 
the points came from prior experiences 
with bike share; red JUMP bikes and 
blue Ford GoBikes, for example, unfor- 
tunately coincide with the colors of the 
Nortefios and Surefios, gangs that have 
had a heavy presence in the Mission. 
Concern over misunderstandings that 
may arise over kids choosing one color 
bike over another led to a request for 
community designs, versus corporate 
branding. 

The group also raised the topics of 
mobility access and safety. Pi Ra, an 
organizer with Senior and Disability 


Action, sat in on several of the meet- 
ings. He tells SF Weekly that he hopes 
the SFMTA will come up with a solu- 
tion for tracking users’ behavior on 
sidewalks. 

“A lot of us are not concerned 
with what they do on the street,” he 
says. We have wheelchairs, we have 
people who are visually impaired, and 
the sidewalk is supposed to be our 
safe zone. In the beginning, they said 
they would go after vendors, but they 
should go after users, too. It’s two 
different enforcements. Make sure it’s 
clear and enforced, and prove to us it is. 

“It’s going too fast,” he adds. “I 
don’t think they’ve worked out all the 
details.” 

In mid-August, the group met 
with members of the SFMTA’s Livable 
Streets team, who, they say, were re- 
ceptive to discussing the demands. 

But nothing is clear yet. Ben Jose, a 
spokesperson for the SFMTA, says that 
a new draft of community-engagement 
plans should be submitted by Scoot 
and Skip “in advance of October 15 — 
the date when the scooters are allowed 
to hit the streets. 

“The community engagement plans 
will have specific milestones and de- 
liverables that can be tracked by the 
SFMTA and reported on by the permit- 
tees,” he says. “The SFMTA will also be 
gathering input from the public. The 
SFMTA may revoke a permit at any 
time based on documented non-com- 
pliance with the permit terms and 
conditions.” 

The whole system is new, and as 
Pi Ra points out, the list of 11 recom- 
mendations should be a “living docu- 
ment, as there’s going to be some prob- 
lems with it.” That said, it’s a strong be- 
ginning for a new set of collaborative 
guidelines that are long overdue. 

Flores puts it best. 

“There is a population that these 
pilot programs will benefit and give joy 
to,” she says. “And there’s also people 
who are really struggling to move in 
the streets as differently abled folks. 
How do we make sure it’s a democratic 
process? That’s what’s at the core of 
equity.”

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Rideshare Safety Campaign Places 
Responsibility on Passengers 


The District Attorney's new education campaign skirts around corporate responsibility.

Uber and Lyft would be safer if 


people just got into the right car, anew 
public-education campaign appears to 
say. 

In a partnership with the San 
Francisco Police Department and 
Uber, District Attorney George Gascon 
announced the launch of “Rideshare 
with Care” on Tuesday. If riders follow 
three easy steps, they can feel assured 
that if their driver assaults or abducts 
them, they’ll at least know who did it. 

In a new safety graphic that has yet 
to be rolled out, passengers are first 
asked to verify the car’s color, make, 
model, and license plate number on 
the app. Then, they should make sure 
the driver’s picture matches. Oh, and 
riders shouldn't forget to ask “What’s 
your name?” or “Who are you here 
for?” before climbing in. 

Last but not least, everyone should 
share their pickup spot and destina- 
tion with someone they trust. (Uber 
has extended this option to drivers 
who want to share trips with others 
through the app for safety reasons.) 


Fed Up with 
the Fed 


Activists and politicians push 
for transparency and diversity 
inthe search for a president of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of 
San Francisco. 


At the height of the Occupy 
movement in 2011, protesters 
swarmed a Financial District building 
with an archway of stone pillars, angry 
that “the banks got bailed out, we got 
sold out.” 

Today, the battle continues. Ac- 
tivists are lobbying the people who 
work for the Federal Reserve Bank of 
San Francisco — the largest district 
in the central bank system by popula- 
tion, and the second-largest by assets 
held — to pick a new president. 
Specifically, they want someone from 
a diverse background who will steer 


Sending a text is also recommended. 

Gascon assured the public that 
“most of the time, everything is go- 
ing to be OK” during the estimated 
170,000 rides on any given weekday 
in San Francisco. 

“We also know that when things 
go wrong, they can really go wrong,” 
he said. “You have to do all three steps 
and you have to do it in that order.” 

Gascon acknowledged that this 
campaign is tailored to prevent riders 
from getting into cars that may be 
masquerading as rideshare vehicles, 

a situation that leaves people even 
more vulnerable — and with little 
information to track the person down 
should they be a predator. 

When asked what spurred the 
campaign, Gascon and SFPD Com- 
mander Greg McEachern cited 
“national cases,” but declined to com- 
ment on the “Rideshare Rapist,” who 
sexually assaulted at least four women 
in San Francisco, as far back as 2013. 
In July, San Mateo resident Orlando 
Vilchez Lazo was taken into custody 
and charged with false imprisonment, 
kidnapping, assault with attempt 


financial public policy away from cor- 
porate interests. 

“The Federal Reserve is the Su- 
preme Court of the economy — it’s 
just a few unelected people who can 
serve for more than a decade and 
make the decisions that matter to 
most of us the most,” says Victoria 
Ruiz, co-chair of the Justice Commit- 
tee of the San Francisco Democratic 
Socialists of America. 

John Williams had been the S.F. 
Fed’s president since 2011, but as of 
April he leads the New York bank. 
The Fed Up coalition, a group that 
pushes the Fed to adopt pro-worker 
policies, criticized this decision. A 
search committee has interviewed 
candidates this summer and will 
produce a nominee in the fall before 
the Board of Governors gives final 
approval, according to a San Francis- 
co Fed spokesperson. 

Terms last for five years, but 
they’re often renewed until the pres- 
ident chooses to retire — as with 
Robert Parry, who led the S.F. Fed 
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to commit rape, sexual assault with 
a foreign object, rape, and intent to 
commit rape. 

But this campaign leaves out the 
experiences of people like Brittney 
Sundquist, a recent UC Berkeley 
graduate who jumped out of a car 
when her Lyft driver went miles away 
from her Oakland home. She notified 
Lyft, which confirmed that it banned 
the driver, and Oakland police sub- 
sequently opened a case. With her 
Lyft-driving housemate and friend, 
Sundquist has since pushed for the 
option to choose the driver’s gender. 

For cases like those, McEachern 
said there is no specific effort or data 
from the department but that it’s 
“fairly rare.” At the same time, it’s 
difficult for them to identify which 
offenders are part of a rideshare plat- 
form and which are just pretending. 

“The hard part is it’s very re- 
source-intensive,’ McEachern said, 
adding, “It’s been very evident that 
both [Uber and Lyft] are concerned for 
public safety.” 

Indeed, public safety what Hasbun 
touted as Uber’s No. 1 priority. But 


from 1986 to 2004 — or until they 
leave for another opportunity, as 
when Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke 
left and Janet Yellen replaced him. 
(President Trump declined to renom- 
inate Yellen for another term, choos- 
ing Jerome Powell instead.) 

“There’s no transparency whatso- 
ever in terms of who’s considered,” 
says Jordan Haedtler, campaign 
manager for Fed Up. “Banks are 
technically private institutions, even 
though they’re really important pub- 
lic policy institutions.” 

The Fed influences policies that 
cover a wide array of common anxi- 
eties for working people, like unem- 
ployment, interest rates, and infla- 
tion. To counteract business-first in- 
terests, the Fed Up coalition is calling 
for someone with a background in 
academia and who comes from out- 
side the Federal Reserve System to 
advocate on behalf of these issues. 

The group also requests a public 
nomination process, with a town 
hall at which three or four finalists

make their case. Elected officials in 
the Bay Area — such as Oakland 
councilmembers Desley Brooks and 
Rebecca Kaplan — have signed onto 
a letter with similar requests, while 
Sen. Kamala Harris sent a letter 
with fellow congressional Democrats 
calling for a selection of diverse can- 
didates. 

Fed Up activists sat down with 
the search committee in June, but 
felt the meeting wouldn’t change the 
process. They have since launched 
a petition that has gathered nearly 
8,000 signatures. 

The San Francisco Fed has not 
disclosed the demographics of can- 
didates considered by the search 
committee, but the New York Fed did 
so after Williams, who is white, was 
selected. 

“The San Francisco Fed should 
provide a way to have our voices 
heard and have a seat at the table 
without the Trump administration 
being the sole proprietor,” Ruiz says. 
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Liquid-Repelling 
Surface 
Installed at 16th 
Street BART 


When a cleaning crew is done 
with the station plaza, anew 
semi-plastic layer promises 
to keep the grime away. 


The fencing that began to 
surround the 16th Street BART sta- 
tion plaza on Monday isn’t just an- 
other anti-homelessness measure. 
Instead, the partial closure is part of a 
project to keep the famously mucky 
transit stop easier to clean for years to 
come. 

Until Sept. 21, crews will pow- 
er-clean the plaza and resurface it 
with material that keeps away — 
rather than absorbs — liquids. 

Cleaners in full body suits and 
masks could be seen blasting the 
asphalt with a hose on Monday to 
clear away the grime before the 
installation. BART identified the 
cleaning material as compressed wa- 
ter and ground glass, which sounds 
painful, but it’s actually preferable 
to hazardous sandblasting. (Indus- 
trial sand often contains crystalline 
silica, which OSHA warns can cause 
breathing problems, lung cancer, 
and silicosis in employees.) 

Mission District Supervisor 
Hillary Ronen and BART Board 
Director Bevan Dufty called for the 
high-level cleaning. For months, the 
two had taken to removing feces, 
urine, dead animals, needles, and 
trash on their own. 

“It was one of the most obscene 
and really unhealthy situations that 
I had ever seen,” Ronen said ata 
February hearing on station cleanli- 
ness. “We have made it a crusade to 
change conditions at the station.” 

That crusade claimed a victory 
when BART agreed to increase 
cleaning shifts from six a week to 
14, with almost half of those includ- 
ing two janitors. With the addition 
of Thermoplast, a plastic material 
that can bond to asphalt surfaces, 
liquids from spilled coffee to urine 
won't peskily seep into the cracks of 
the pavement and require quite as 
much power-washing to remove. 

While a lack of stable housing 
and a plethora of publicly accessible 
bathrooms are at the root of the is- 
sue, keeping public transportation 
clean and preventing that unmis- 
takable urine scent from taking 
hold is a big step forward for daily 
commuters — and their noses. IM

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Civilized Gets 
Cannabis Right 


Derek Riedle can remember the 
exact moment the idea for Civilized en- 
tered his mind. 

It was 2015, and he was out to din- 
ner with his wife in Venice, Calif. The 
couple had moved from Canada to L.A. 
the year before, and that evening they 
were celebrating both a birthday and 
their final day producing a television 
show. 

“We’re in a restaurant,’ Riedle 
recalls. “Everyone was drinking beer, 
wine, and spirits and having a great 
time. I stepped out, and I found myself 
behind the restaurant, beside a dump- 
ster with my vape pen. I thought, “This 
is fucking crazy.” 

He found himself incensed by the 
disparity between the cultural accep- 
tance of alcohol and the stigma around 
cannabis. 

“Everyone in there is using low- 
dose poison,’ he recalls thinking, “and 
I’m out here consuming a plant, and 
I’m the one that’s having to hide?” 

His solution was Civilized — a 


media company dedicated to modern 
cannabis culture. 

Many websites have attempted to 
corner the online cannabis world, but 
Civilized succeeds in two ways. The 
first is its interest in Canada — which 
has greatly expanded readership. 

The second is the decision to posit 
cannabis not as some rare curio, but 
instead to cover it as an industry like 
any other. 

This means discussing cannabis 
features and news through a multitude 
of related subjects, including music, 
business, and wellness. By integrating 
cannabis coverage into a range of top- 
ics that one might expect to find on 
any website focused on culture, Riedle 
and his team are working to make can- 
nabis fit into our daily lives instead of 
standout from the crowd. 

“When we first started out,” Riedle 
says, we always knew 
we were going to be 
broader than cannabis 
culture, because those 
who enjoy cannabis also 
enjoy humor and mov- 
ies and travel and gear. 
All that stuff.” 

Anyone familiar with 
the industry — both | 
here in California and | 
abroad — knows canna- | 
bis is a subject that lends 


San Francisco's Premier Recreational 
and Medical Cannabis Dispensary 
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itself to just about anything, be it 
environmental conservationism, med- 
icine, or social justice. Recent Civilized 
headlines include features on Jimmy 
Buffett's long-awaited foray into the 
industry, an analysis of how hemp has 
been a boon for Italian farmers, and 

a guide to having a cannabis-friendly 
fantasy football draft party. 

Given that Civilized has offices in 
both Los Angeles and New Brunswick, 
Canada, it’s no surprise that Riedle’s 
company is closely monitoring events 
as his home country inches closer to 
full legalization nationwide. He’s un- 
derstandably excited. 

“The reason I like what’s going on in 
Canada right now is that you're going 
to have a nation with a set playing field 
from coast to coast,” he says. 

A consistent set of rules extended 
across an entire country would be 
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quite a contrast to the rope of regula- 
tions currently ensnaring California. 
Even Riedle has gotten tangled in 

it. On a recent trip to Santa Rosa, 

he recalls using WeedMaps to find a 
nearby dispensary only to learn that 
recreational cannabis remains illegal in 
Sonoma County. (Surprising, right?) 

“IT don’t want to call it ‘chaos, ” he 
says, but the patchwork of regula- 
tions and legislation that exists across 
California is really limited. Who can 
keep track of all this shit?” 

Meanwhile, Civilized is diving 
headfirst into the growing green tides 
on Canada’s shores. 

Just recently, Constellation (the 
makers of Corona beer) invested $4 
billion into Canopy Growth — Can- 
ada’s largest marijuana producer. 
Excitement for our neighbors to the 

north is based largely 
on the fact that Canada 
will be able to export its 
new crop, something the 
United States cannot do 
while federal prohibition 
remains in effect. 
“You've got 10 prov- 
inces across the country 
and their regimes are 
remarkably fleshed-out,” 
Riedle says. “They’re 
ready to go.” 
At the end of Septem-

ber, Civilized will host a cross-country 
tour of Canada with comedian Chelsea 
Handler. The events are being billed as 
“town halls,” with Riedle as moderator 
and Handler’s sets as the main event. 

“One of the things that I talk about 
a lot is how cannabis needs more role 
models,” Riedle explains. “People need 
to see themselves within cannabis 
culture. Celebrity culture can be a dou- 
ble-edged sword, but rightly or wrong- 
ly, celebrities are role models.” 

Describing the former Chelsea Late- 
ly host as “a strong advocate for canna- 
bis,” Riedle and Civilized plan to bring 
the tour — a blend of one-on-one dis- 
cussion and audience questions — to 
provinces across Canada. One can only 
wonder why similar educational efforts 
have yet to be undertaken domestical- 
ly, but combining forces with Handler 
only serves to reaffirm Riedle’s stance 
on cannabis culture and the way his 
company covers it. 

“It’s like a whole-wheat cookie,” he 
says. ‘It’s still a cookie, but it’s kind of 
good for you. We're just trying to liter- 
ally be a reflection of how the world is 
using and talking about this stuff.”

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Liability in 
Lombard 
Muni crash 


This week’s question comes from 
Phyllis, who asks: 


0: “Yesterday, a Muni bus went out of 
control and crashed into a tree and store. 
One of my friends was on the bus and 
was injured. There is a rumor that the 
driver had some kind of medical prob- 
lem, since he was unconscious following 
the collision. How do you determine 
who is at fault in a situation like this? If 
he hada heart attack or some other 
medical issue is Muni still responsible?” 


A: For those unaware of the events of 
Sept. 10, a Muni bus traveling east on 
Lombard crossed the center divider, 
westbound travel lanes, and sidewalk 
before colliding with a tree and several 
buildings. Thankfully, no one driving 
westbound, walking on the sidewalk, or 
in the buildings was hurt. The collision 
was particularly severe because the front 
of the bus became elevated as it ran up 
the tree, causing passengers to be 
thrown about violently. The events were 
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captured on a dashcam of a west- 
bound vehicle that narrowly es- 
caped being hit. Several 
passengers and the driver were 
critically injured and taken to the 
hospital. Others on the bus were 
injured but did not require emer- 
gency medical attention. 

MUNT is considered a “com- 
mon carrier,’ an entity that 
transports people in exchange 
for compensation. Under Cal- 
ifornia law, a common carrier 
owes a greater duty to its pas- 
sengers than a private driver. A 
private driver is held to the “rea- 
sonable person standard”: they 
owe a legal duty to act as a reasonable 
person would in similar circumstanc- 
es. Common carriers, on the other 
hand, owe “the highest duty of care” 
to their passengers and must provide 
equipment and personnel suitable to 
meet this utmost standard. A person 
or entity that breaches their legal duty 
to others is deemed negligent and 
therefore liable for injuries caused as 
a result. 

Employers are liable for the negli- 
gence of employees acting within the 
“scope and course’ of their employ- 
ment. Therefore, if a MUNI driver is 
negligent, The City and County of San 
Francisco (“The City”) can be held re- 
sponsible for any injuries caused. The 
City carries a combination of self-in-

surance and policies purchased from 
insurance companies to pay for such 
legal damages. 

As of Tuesday afternoon, The City 
has released no official statement re- 
garding what transpired immediately 
before the bus crossed the median. We 
do not know if the driver fell asleep, 
had a heart attack, swerved to avoid 
another vehicle and lost control, or if 
the bus suffered an equipment mal- 
function. I have seen all of the above 
in the hundreds of collisions my office 
has handed over the last 25 years of 
my practice. Here are a few possible 
scenarios: 

-If the driver fell asleep, he will be 
held negligent and both he and The 


City are liable for victims’ injuries. 
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-If the bus swerved to avoid 
collision with another driv- 
er, then the conduct of both 
drivers needs to be examined; 
liability may attach to either 
or both of them depending on 
their comparative negligence. 
The bus driver may have been 
inattentive, failed to appreciate 
stopped traffic, or negligently 
over-reacted to events unfold- 
ing in front or alongside of the 
bus. The other driver may have 
abruptly switched lanes, hit the 
bus, come to a unnecessary and 
sudden stop, etc. This analysis is 
made easier by Muni’s on-board 
cameras and computers that indicate 
the date and time, geo-position, and 
speed of the bus, and capture video 
from multiple angles. 

-If there as a defect with the bus, 
e.g. a faulty braking or steering sys- 
tem, then The City may bear responsi- 
bility for failing to properly maintain 
the vehicle or to have a proper inspec- 
tion system to identify and repair 
vehicles before accidents like these 
occur. If The City can show that a part, 
system or mechanism was faulty when 
it purchased the bus, the bus man- 
ufacturer may also be liable under a 
products liability theory for defective 
design, manufacture or assembly. 

-If the driver had a medical event 
that caused him to become incapac- 


itated, The City will assert an “act 

of God” defense claiming the driver 
could not be negligent because he was 
unconscious and therefore made no 
decision that caused the collision. The 
City bears the burden to prove such 
medical incapacitation. Moreover, 
California requires bus operators to 
undergo periodic physicals and medi- 
cal clearance to drive. If the driver did 
not have a current medical clearance, 
or if he failed to report to Muni or the 
DMV a condition affecting his ability 
to drive, both he and The City may be 
liable for failing to meet their legal 
duty of care to passengers. 

Phyllis, as you can see, these are 
complicated cases. I suggest that your 
friend contact a plaintiff’s trial attor- 
ney who is skilled in both investigat- 
ing and prosecuting these cases.

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The biggesttenants’ rights bill in decades 
comes before voters this November. 
What will San Francisco do if Costa- 
Hawkins is overturned?

Let me start by offering my and my client’s condolences 

on the loss of your wife,” the letter begins. “We know this must be a dif- 

ficult time for you and we sincerely wish you well. Due to her passing, 

the ownership has the right to establish a new rental amount for your 

unit under the state law known as the Costa-Hawkins Rental Housing 

Act. With regret, this letter serves to provide you with the attached no- 
tice ... which establishes the rental amount to increase by $1,146.15 due on Dec. 1, 
2018. We are confident the long period of time between the date of this notice and 
the date when the new rent takes effect will be helpful to you.” 

Supervisor Jane Kim’s voice grew tense as she read this letter from a friend 
out loud during the Board of Supervisors meeting on Sept. 4. 

“I cannot express the rage that I and many of his friends felt that, a mere 
20 days after his wife’s passing, a landlord would send a letter such as this, 
which is legal under state law,” Kim said. “We have moved in a direction where 
a ruthless economy that benefits few has taken over the common welfare of the 
greater community.” 

Rage aside, Kim’s hands’ are tied — as are those of every member of the 
Board of Supervisors — in addressing this widower’s fate. The reason? Cali- 
fornia law prohibits San Francisco from moving its rent-control date forward 
from 1979. The city cannot protect someone whose leaseholding spouse dies, 
nor can it establish limits on how much landlords can increase rent after a 
unit becomes vacant. A city that can spend months debating the minutest of 
issues long ago lost the ability to adjust its own rent-control laws. No city in 
California can, of course, but San Francisco is ground zero for the affordability 
emergency. 

This November, California voters will decide if cities can get those rights 
back. But what San Francisco legislators would choose to do with such new- 
found freedom remains to be seen. San Francisco prides itself on being progres- 
sive, and when it comes to social issues — gay marriage, safe injection sites, 
immigrant rights — it is. But the city has historically leaned more moderate on 
issues that involve corporations, and with money from developers pouring into 
political campaigns, the likelihood of S.F. smoothly adopting tenant-focused 
legislation in the wake of a Costa-Hawkins repeal is slim at best. 
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San Francisco’s housing crisis may 
seem like a 21st-century phenomenon, 
but as far back as the 1960s, tenants 
were organizing for their rights in 

the face of rising rents. As the spirit 

of the Civil Rights movement and 
grassroots activism spread across the 
country, advocates fought back against 
rent-gouging and wrongful evictions. 
In the 1980s, they tried on several 
occasions to limit the percentage by 
which a landlord could raise rents once 
the occupant moved on, only to have 
the bills die on the desk of then-Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein. 

Feeling the heat, real estate mo- 
guls plotted a statewide law to silence 
tenant advocates’ push for vacancy 
control once and for all. Democratic 
State Senator (and now Congressman) 
Jim Costa and Republican Assembly- 
member Phil Hawkins introduced the 
Costa-Hawkins Rental Housing Act, 
and in 1995, Republican Governor Pete 
Wilson signed it into law. 

Under Costa-Hawkins, any city 
housing stock built before 1995 was 
deemed eligible for rent control, unless 
a prior date had been set. San Francis- 
co’s was at 1979 when Costa-Hawkins 
passed, so that’s where it’s stayed for 
39 years. The law exempted all sin- 
gle-family houses and condos from 
rent-control and banned vacancy con- 
trol altogether. 

In the decades since, the city has 
reached a housing crisis of epic propor- 
tions, and unchecked rents have made 
San Francisco a nationwide laughing- 
stock. The specter of dozens of people 
lining up to apply for $3,000 studios 
as soon as they open up has become all 
too common. 

Costa-Hawkins quickly grew out- 
dated. In 1979, the average two-bed- 
room apartment went for $435 a 
month. Adjust for inflation, and that’s 
$1,007 today, according to the San 
Francisco Rent Board. Additionally, the 
late 1970s were when the city’s post- 
war population bottomed out, making 
housing comparatively plentiful. There 
are now 210,000 more people living 
here than there were in 1980. 

As San Francisco’s population 
swelled and demand rose, landlords 
responded accordingly, with no cap on 
how high they could raise rents. Today, 
the average rent for a two-bedroom is 
$4,500 a month. 

And as 1979 remains the cut-off 
year, the number of rent-controlled 
units is only shrinking. The city’s Plan- 
ning Department estimates that since 
1980, more than 15,000 rent-con- 
trolled units have been demolished or 
taken over by owner move-ins. 

At the same time, more than 32,000 
rental units were built between 1980 
and 2016, none of which are subject to 
rent control. In the past decade, just 
22 percent of that new housing was 
affordable to those making less than 
140 percent of the Area Median In- 
come ($116,050), despite the fact that 
households who rent in San Francisco 
only make an average of 78 percent 
($65,000). 

The cumulative effects of high 


rents, rampant evictions, and a dwin- 
dling rent-control stock have created a 
population of landlords who hunger to 
evict tenants in rent-controlled units 
so as to raise their monthly income, 
and renters who live in near-constant 
fear of losing their homes. 

“Tlost sleep every night and became 
miserable, anxious, and depressed 
for weeks before, during, and after 
the eviction,” a San Francisco renter 
named Sarah told SF Weekly in May. “I 
couldn’t afford an attorney but tried 
everything I could to fight it. It was a 
case of a slumlord being negligent and 
deciding he wanted to triple the rent 
and boot me out. I had a three-inch 
binder of photos, video, and reports 
from the city inspector, but because I 
had no attorney, I had no chance.” 

This stress hasn’t gone unnoticed 
by city supervisors, many of whom say 
they receive phone calls and emails ev- 
ery week from tenants battling to stay 
in their homes. 

“Costa-Hawkins’ breadth, and the 
way that it affects our ability to protect 
tenants in our city is endless,” Super- 
visor Hillary Ronen says. “I'd say nine 
out of 10 people in San Francisco are 
really scared about whether they can 
make a future in this city. When you're 
unable as a local legislator to make 
laws to protect those people — it’s 
ridiculous.” 


It’s been no small journey to get a 
repeal of Costa-Hawkins on the ballot; 
tenants’ rights advocates have worked 
tirelessly over decades to educate 
politicians about the downsides of the 
law. But it wasn’t until this year that a 
ballot measure to repeal the law looked 
possible. The Coalition for Affordable 
Housing leads the campaign, as does 
the Alliance for Californians for Com- 
munity Empowerment, and the AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation. 

“From a social justice point of view, 
we are seeing mass displacement,” 
says Michael Weinstein, head of the 
AIDS Healthcare Foundation and a 
longtime supporter of repeal. “We feel 
like shelter is the most basic right, and 
people are being deprived of that. We 
don’t believe that the marketplace can 
handle providing shelter to everyone 
who needs it,” he says. “From a public 
health point of view, we see our clients 
being rendered homeless or being 
pushed further and further out from 
where our healthcare centers are.” 

In April, the first hurdle was 
cleared. Although 402,000 signatures 
were needed to qualify the initiative 
for the November ballot, organizers 
turned in 588,542. 

It’s been christened Proposition 10, 
or the Affordable Housing Act, and as 
we inch closer to Election Day, money 
is pouring in on both sides. Real estate 
developers have pooled a monstrous 
$22 million into efforts to keep Cos- 
ta-Hawkins in place. In contrast, sup- 
porters have raised about half of that, 
coming in at around $12 million as of 
August. 

“We know we will be significantly 
outspent by the opposition, backed by 
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San Francisco teachers 
rally for higher pay to 
counter the rising cc 
living in San Francise 


deep-pocketed developers and inves- 
tors who continue to wreak havoc in 
the housing markets,” Weinstein wrote 
in a news release earlier this month. 
“The greed of these billionaire corpo- 
rate landlords is causing wide scale 
misery for millions of Californians, 
and the scourge of homelessness will 
get much worse because the rent is too 


damned high.” 


Millions of dollars aside, no one 
knows what voters will choose to do 
with Costa-Hawkins in November. 
While surveys have been conducted on 
housing affordability, there has yet to 
be a clear poll taken on Prop. 10. But 
in San Francisco, some supervisors are 
planning ahead, in case they win back 
the right to draft local laws. 

It’s already gotten ugly. 

“I say this as a small landlord — 
when I see what you can rent a unit 
for, it’s almost embarrassing. The 
breadth of what Costa-Hawkins does 
in the face of the housing crisis is 
unconscionable,” Supervisor Aaron 
Peskin fumed at the Sept. 4 Board of 
Supervisors meeting after a resolution 
he introduced to support Prop. 10 
failed to pass. It needed eight of the 
11 supervisors’ support, but only gar- 
nered seven. 

For dissenters, the discussion 
reeked of a lack of education. Super- 
visors Katy Tang, Ahsha Safai, and 
Malia Cohen voiced concern for the 
homeowners in their districts — who, 
unless they are also renting out units, 
would not be affected by Costa-Haw- 
kins repeal. Cohen flip-flopped back 
and forth for half an hour, relying on 
Kim to explain some of the high-level 
basics of the law, before she eventually 
voted no — despite having voiced her 
support for it on at least two election 
questionnaires earlier this summer. In 





the end, her fears seem to come down 
to a question of the process itself, as 
opposed to the housing crisis. 

“We start the conversation, and 
then overzealous advocates start 
putting things on the ballot,” she rea- 
soned before voicing her dissent. 

It was surprising to everyone that a 
consensus couldn't be reached. 

“T put this resolution on the com- 
mittee calendar not because I wanted 
to put anybody on the spot,” said 
Peskin. “I honestly thought it was go- 
ing to be easy-peasy. If San Francisco 
can’t stand up for it, I don’t know 
what city can.” 

For anyone who followed the chaos 
that accompanied cannabis legaliza- 
tion — missed statewide deadlines, 
City Hall meetings that lasted until 
midnight, and watered-down, neigh- 
borhood-by-neighborhood legislation 
— the potential repeal of Costa-Haw- 
kins should bring a sense of forebod- 
ing, if only because those who enact 
local controls will not reach a consen- 
sus easily. In this case, the stakes are 
much, much higher. Creating laws that 
affect every tenant and landlord in the 
city carries much more weight than 
whether or not a dispensary should 
open down the street. 

But as Kim points out, the dis- 
course is all the more reason to sup- 
port Prop. 10. 

“My guess is that this Board would 
pass legislation that’s balanced,” she 
says. “The fear that we'd go crazy and 
establish these laws saying tenants 
could stay in their units no matter 
what they do ... This Board wouldn't 
do that.” 

Outside of City Hall, tenants’ rights 
groups are already rallying to build re- 
lationships and propose changes. 

“T believe we would be heavily in- 
volved in shaping rent control in the 
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future if Prop 10 passes,” says Jennifer 
Fieber, the political campaign director 
for the San Francisco Tenants Union. 
“We actually have a good relationship 
with [members of] the S.F. Apartment 
Association. Yes, our constituents 
would have competing interests, but I 
could see us sitting down and hashing 
it out in a respectful manner.” 


Voting away the power to legislate 
the future of San Francisco’s rental 
market is frankly mind-blowing, 
particularly when one looks at the 
breadth of what a repeal of Cos- 
ta-Hawkins could allow us to do. 

The quickest and possibly easi- 
est first step would be to move the 
rent-control qualification year forward 
from 1979. Ronen is already on it. 

“We are working on legislation 
right now that we could introduce 
immediately, that carries forward the 
date that rent control could take ef- 
fect,” she tells SF Weekly. “That’s some- 
thing we can do right now.” 

The effects could be enormous. 
More than 10,000 units of housing 
were built in San Francisco in the 
1980s alone. There is no data on ex- 
actly how many of those are rented 
versus lived in by homeowners today, 
but the likelihood is that if the date 
were moved to 1990, thousands of 
renters would immediately feel the 
positive effects of rent control. 

In anticipation of the political waf- 
fling that would occur when present- 
ed with such an option, Ronen’s also 
already got a plan to hold the Board 
accountable. 

“We've been talking about setting 
a date to push rent control forward 
— and if the Board of Supervisors 
doesn’t figure out an alternative by 
a pre-set deadline, based on real evi- 
dence and data, then it automatically 


goes into effect,” she says. “You put a 
timeline on it and you force the con- 
versation. That’s one idea.” 

Kim has another suggestion. The 
only candidate in June’s mayoral elec- 
tion who proposed a plan for a Cos- 
ta-Hawkins repeal, she supports the 
concept of a rolling date. For exam- 
ple, if it’s determined that developers 
need 20 years of market-rate rent to 
pay off debts incurred in constructing 
a new building, the new rent-control 
year could be 1998 in 2018, 1999 in 
2019, and so on. 

“A Santa Rosa council member, 
Julie Combs, recently issued a study 
for that city and they came up with 
16 years as the rolling date,” Fieber 
says. ‘It would be up to the city to de- 
termine what’s best for them. But it 
is absurd we are stuck at 1979, while 
other cities have later dates, but we 
cannot move it thanks to Costa-Haw- 
kins.” 

Condos — apartments that are 
owned, not rented — are the next on 
Ronen’s theoretical task list. If a large 
corporation buys up units inside a 
larger building full of homeowners, 
anyone who rents there would be ex- 
empt from rent control. 

But the provision that could have 
the biggest effect on the future of 
San Francisco’s stock of affordable 
housing is vacancy control. That task 
is so big it’s not even on Ronen’s top 
three battles to tackle. But for ten- 
ants’ rights lawyer Dean Preston, this 
is the holy grail of opportunity that 
would prevent rent-gouging at a level 
we're witnessing today. 

“Can you imagine what San 
Francisco rents would be like if the 
rent-control rate from the 1980s had 
been the basis for all the subsequent 
rentals?” he asks. “In other words, 
when tenants left, landlords could 
raise the rent, say, 10 percent in 
setting the price for the new tenants 
— and that’s it. Think of how much 
more affordable this city would be 
right now.” 

The ripple effects of a law that 
would limit how much a landlord 
could raise the rent on a unit when 
it’s vacated are endless. Ask any long- 
time rent-controlled tenant in San 
Francisco about their relationship 
with their landlord, and it’s almost 
sure to be fraught. As market-rate 
prices boom, the pressure to evict 
rent-controlled tenants to double or 
even triple a unit’s rent is heavy. In 
response, many landlords refuse to 
make vital repairs, leaving units with 
no hot water, leaky roofs, or fraying 
carpet in an effort to push tenants 
Out, 

“It creates incentive for your 
landlord to make your life as uncom- 
fortable as possible, either actively or 
through neglect,” Preston says. 

The San Francisco Tenants Union 
has proved this through data. Ten- 
ants who've occupied a unit for 10 
years or more were 1.6 times more 
likely to report harassment from a 
landlord, 3.6 times more likely to be 
pressured to move over a buyout, 


and 4.7 times more likely to be given 
a rent increase due to a capital im- 
provement or utilities pass-through. 

“Vacancy control can completely 
change the landlord-tenant inter- 
action,’ Preston says. “You reach a 
point where the landlord prefers not 
to have turnover, because turnover 
costs them more money. They have to 
find a new tenant, they have to prep 
the apartment, repaint, re-carpet, et 
cetera. It takes the target off the back 
of renters.” 

Moving the rent-control date 
forward, including condos and sin- 
gle-family homes as rent-controlled 
properties, and instituting vacancy 
control are the biggest possible 
changes to our existing law, and 
would undoubtedly be scrutinized 
and whittled down to include land- 
lords rights, as well. But other, 
smaller pieces of legislation seem 
likely to win the speedy approval of 
the full Board, such as instituting a 
six-month or year-long moratorium 
on rent increases if a leaseholding 
spouse dies. 

“The most heartbreaking stories 
for me are when someone’s partner 
dies and the partner was never list- 
ed on the lease even if they’ve lived 
there for 40 years,” Fieber says. “My 
argument to a landlord here is: Why 
should this person face a massive 
rent increase for the very same apart- 
ment? It’s not like the apartment tri- 
ples in size when the rent triples. The 
owner made their financial decisions 
with the original rent in mind.” 


When all is said and done, San 
Francisco will have a huge task ahead 
of it if Prop. 10 passes. As one land- 
lord friend told me this week, “we'll 
lose our stability.” 

But, ask any renter in San Fran- 
cisco what words describe their living 
situation, and stability will be bottom 
of the list. 

The path to repeal Costa-Hawkins 
is just the tip of the iceberg, and the 
local battles between supervisors, 
landlords, tenants, and residents of 
San Francisco will undoubtedly last 
for years to come. But it’s a necessary 
fight. 

Peskin puts it best. 

“Repealing Costa-Hawkins doesn’t 
mean that rent control will suddenly 
expand,” he says. “What it means is 
we can start to have conversations 
that heretofore we have not been able 
to have for 23 years. I think that we 
are a responsible public policy body, 
and if Prop. 10 passes we can start 
sophisticated deliberations with the 
property-owner community, with the 
tenant community, and come up with 
some very good fixes here locally in 
San Francisco. 

“Electoral democracy is a messy, 
complicated system,” he adds, “but I 
think when it’s working at its best, it 
often works out right.”

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Portico of Entry

“I’m just one step below every- 
body else,” an unhoused San Francisco 
resident named Dennis says. “I got a job, 
but I’m still homeless — because living’s 
expensive.” 

“Give me a place to be, at least 
where I’m alive,” says another indi- 
vidual named Antoine, expressing 
frustration with the mindless cruelty 
of the city’s encampment sweeps. “You 
lead, and I'll follow.” 

Dennis and Antoine are two of the 
voices you can hear at Coming Home, 
an augmented-reality installation 
at PROXY in Hayes Valley. Having 
opened on Friday, Sept. 7, it’s up every 
day through Sunday, Sept. 16, from 
6 to 9 p.m. on weekdays and 1 to 9 
p.m. on weekends. A creation of artist 
and Emerson College professor Craig 
Freeman in collaboration with sound 
artists Tania Ketenjian and Philip 
Wood, Coming Home came to fruition 
through a partnership with mobile-hy- 
giene nonprofit Lava Mae and the art- 
and-tech incubator Zero1. 

Centered on a white doorframe 
(“The Portico”), Coming Home’s do- 
cents pass out iPads and headphones 
so visitors can wander through the 
site and connect with the stories of 
unhoused San Franciscans, told in 
their own words. There are eight geo- 
locations to choose among, including 
well-known sites like Civic Center or 
the Painted Ladies, along with places 
such as Box City and Pit Bull Alley that 
renters and homeowners may not be 
as familiar with. You can also choose 
Hayes Valley, which adds the extra 
wrinkle of standing in the exact spot 
where you see someone’s shopping 
cart as you hear them speak. 

In the abstract, such a project can 
feel a little contrived or artificially 
mediated. (In Hayes Valley, as in 
many other neighborhoods, almost 
everyone has at least a neighbor or 
two with no fixed address. So why not 
strike up a conversation in person, 
instead of going through the rigma- 
role?) It’s a valid question, and of 
course, good citizenship dictates that 
we all should do that. But the fact 
is that many people simply don’t or 
won't — and many people experienc- 
ing homelessness have every right to 
be suspicious. 

Further, Lava Mae has built a 
credible reputation among San Fran- 
cisco’s unhoused populations as an 
organization that treats everyone 
with basic human dignity, and that 
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gave Freeman and the other artists an 
opening for people to share their own 
stories. Most unhoused individuals 
know all too well that the wider world 
fears and despises them, and by af- 
fording people a platform where they 
feel comfortable to speak, you break 
down more barriers than you enact. 
The result is startlingly candid bits of 
wisdom, such as Dennis’ remark that 
“living is expensive.” 

“The research was about a year- 
and-a-half in the making,” Emerson 
tells SF Weekly, adding that the inter- 
views in the field were conducted over 
about a week. “Lava Mae had been 
working on trying to use art as a form 
of civic engagement.” 

Box City was relatively ephemeral, 
a sort of community on wheels that 
arose after the intensive sweeps the 
city deployed against various en- 
campments in the run-up to Super 
Bowl 50. But Pit Bull Alley, a locale 
under an Interstate 280 viaduct, was 
longer-lived.

It’s “a place where people would 
pull up motorhomes and vehicles, and 
people started pitching tents,” Free- 
man says. “The guy we interviewed 
sees himself as a kind of private in- 
vestigator and he’s kind of keeping an 
eye on the abuses going on when the 
police come in and take everything. 
So the pit bulls were a form of protec- 
tion. They’re intimidating.” 

Otherwise essentially untethered 
from the material world, Coming 
Home uses the Portico to make its 
presence felt to passers-by who might 
not even know a public art installa- 
tion was there at all. (Without it, the 
docents would look a lot like political 
canvassers, another group that many 
people sometimes cross the street to 
avoid.) It also has a recording device 
so that people can leave the curators 
their impressions. 

“Moving a portal around physical 
space presses the issue about public 
art, Freeman says. “The physical 
thing requires permissions and per- 


mits and safety. As a public artist, I 
was attracted to augmented-reality 
because it can be so subversive. It 
begs the question of who’s going to 
assert dominion over this new virtual 
reality that’s starting to form in direct 
proximity to us in physical space.” 
Curator Amy Schoening says that 
they’d attempted something similar in 
a gallery setting, but the artifice was 
detrimental to the spirit of the proj- 
ect. Viewers tended to put themselves 
in a frame of mind where they probed 
the exhibit rather than immersing 
themselves in it to build a more em- 
pathic connection with the subjects. 
“We got a good response but gal- 
leries are too off-putting,’ Schoening 
says. ‘We asked people, ‘What would 
be the one thing that you would take 
with you if you knew you were being 
evicted and you wanted to carry a 
memory of your life, but you knew 
youd have to carry it and it would be 
vulnerable?’ Those conversations led 
us to believe that it would be public

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art. It’s a pilot [project]. We’re taking 
an emerging technology, coupled 
with audio, and putting it in a public 
space. It felt right. [Technology and 
homelessness] are the two issues of 
our city. And we really wanted to hear 
from people, so that’s why we put the 
recording device as well. 

“T have to say, as a curator, I 
couldn’t be happier,” Schoening adds. 
“Craig has geolocated the scenes and 
made it an app, so you can now go 
anywhere in the world and be in the 
middle of a San Francisco neighbor- 
hood. It’s all of a piece where it’s fun- 
damentally human, but we’re trying to 
use the tools of modern discourse.”

“EVEN MORE FANTASTIC’ 


Expecting 
Good Porn

The old internet maxim of Rule 
34 flatly states, “Ifit exists, there is porn of it.” 
Since pregnant women exist, there is plenty of 
porn featuring their fruitful figures. We 
bumpedinto a pregnant Bay Area sex 
worker who's currently escorting and 
shooting pregnancy-porn scenes that have 
not yet been released. She explained how 
this is fertile ground for a kinky mother- 
to-be. 

The pregnancy fetish may be 
relatively obscure by mainstream 
standards, but it has a passionate 
niche following. The online web forum 
Preggophilia, a clearinghouse of pictures 
and videos of pregnant women — “nude 
or otherwise” — has as many as 700 
users cruising at any given moment. 

We found an interesting disconnect 
among pregnancy-porn searches — 
namely, that these viewers 
prefer the raw, amateur 
stuff. On the massively 
popular PornHub, the 
most-visited porn site 
on the web despite its 
unapologetic piracy, 
“pregnant” does not even 
crack the top 100 most 
popular search terms. 

But “pregnant” is the second most- 
searched term on the streaming-and- 
cam site ManyVids, which includes more 
amateur and self-produced content. 
(“Anal,” of course, is No. 1.) 

Bay Area sex worker and activist 
Maxine Holloway, perhaps best-known 
for spearheading the “Ask First” consent 
sticker campaign at the Folsom Street 
Fair, is escorting while pregnant and has 
been shooting pregnancy porn videos 
that will be released next year. 

“They are continually on the top 
searched and purchased items,” she says 
of the genre. 

“Tm meeting people who just want 
to appreciate the deliciousness of a 
pregnant woman’s body, as well as 
pregnancy fetishists who are into some 
enjoyable and entertaining fantasy 
scenarios, Holloway says of her escort 
encounters. “Lately, there’s been a lot of 
excellent naughty-mommy [fantasies], 
cuckolding, and lactation role-play. I’m 
in the business of making fantasies and 
pleasure a reality, and these dynamics 
help make my sessions really fun.” 

Self-reported statistics from porn 
sites show that pregnancy fetish 
searches have gone up 18 percent in the 
last three years. After “pregnant,” the 
most popular search terms are “get me 
pregnant,” “pregnant creampie,’ and 





“pregnant wife.” 

We can play armchair psychologist 
and guess the Freudian motivations 
behind these searches, but Holloway 
prefers the simple explanation of the 
“pregnant glow.” 

“There’s a quote that I like by cheesy 
erotica novelist Alice Clayton about 
pregnant women: ‘Her skin glowed, her 
hair was luxurious, her eyes sparkled, 
and her tits were even more fantastic.’ 

“Tm definitely feeling all of that, 
and thoroughly enjoying all of my new 
hormone rushes and body changes that 
pregnancy brings. I notice that I am 
taking even more pleasure than usual in 
showing off my body and curves. 

“Having my boobs get bigger every 
month has been a fun treat,” she adds. 

And yes, pregnancy sex work does 
pay better. Unlike the related fantasies 
involving mommies and incest, there is 
no way you can fake a pregnancy in this 
context. So a pregnant sex worker is a 
rare find. 

“There are not a ton of opportunities 
to have intimate experiences with a 
pregnant person,’ Holloway explains. 
“Tm offering a pretty special and unique 
experience, and there is an increased 
monetary value that comes with that. 

“A few porn producers have reached 
out since I became pregnant,” she adds. 
“The thing that ’'m most excited about 
is the possibility of a 
pregnant gang-bang!” 

But it’s not all fun and 
gangbangs incorporating 
pregnancy with erotica. 
Kids of the 90s will 


PLOITATIONS remember the puritanical 


backlash against Demi 
Moore’s infamous nude, 
pregnant Vanity Fair cover that many 
stores nationwide refused to carry, 

and others only sold in a black plastic 
wrapper. Holloway has experienced even 
more extreme reactions. 

“I knew that being out and public 
about being a pregnant sex worker 
would solicit raised eyebrows and 
judgments,” she admits. “I have 
experienced an increase in hateful and 
mean messages from strangers — and 
unfortunately, even from other sex 
workers. 

“My partner and I talk a lot about the 
increase of hostility, and how this could 
have real consequences for the safety 
and privacy of our family,” she adds. 
“We have mentally and legally prepared 
for that. But when strangers accuse 
you of ‘child exploitation’ or question 
my motivations or ability to be a good 
mother because of the way I make a 
living, it does feel hurtful.” 

Despite the hard knocks, Holloway is 
proud to make knocked-up porn. 

“I love my work and take pride in 
it, as many other mothers-to-be do, 
and have no desire to stop working,” 
she says. “My baby gets to come into a 
community of fabulous, talented, smart, 
creative aunts and uncles that are a part 
of my sex-positive world.”

Rated R. Opens Friday at the 
Opera Plaza Cinema. 
If you did not vote for the avowed 
rapist and white supremacist in 2016, 
but you enjoy reliving those feelings 
of pain and frustration, then James 
D. Stern’s documentary American 
Chaos is for you. Like The King from a 
few months ago — minus that film’s 
sense of hope — the director takes 
the pulse of America on a cross-coun- 
try trip in the months leading up 
to that terrible election. It’s clear 
to be a rough ride early on when an 
upper-class MAGA twit (who comes 
across like an even more unctuous 
version of Bradley Whitford’s patri- 
arch in Get Out) claims that “most so-

ciologists agree” that 1957 was “the 
height of happiness in this country.” 
We're told we need to find common 
ground, but it’s damned difficult with 
mostly white people who genuinely 
believed that Hillary swore to confis- 
cate all guns on her first day in office, 
or that Obama was planning to de- 
clare martial law to remain president. 
Or who, when faced with the utter 
lack of evidence of any voter fraud, 
still just shrug and say, “I don’t know. 
I just think there’s voter fraud.” Stern 
argues in American Chaos that we 
should still listen to them, and he’s 
probably right, but that doesn’t make 
it any easier to forgive them for the 
horror their ignorance created.

Documen- 
tary shorts of local interest include 
James Q. Chan’s Forever Chinatown 
about 81-year-old Frank Wong, who 
has spent the last few decades build- 
ing intricate, three-dimensional diora- 
mas of San Francisco’s Chinatown as 
it once was — and his plans to have 
them cremated along with him when 
he passes.

Chef Rupam Bhagat’s menu 
makes use of a number of 
different sauces.

Chef Rupam Bhagat has always 
had designs on doing for Indian food 
what has long since been done for 
Italian food and Mexican food: making 
the very phrase call for additional clar- 
ification. A nation of 1.3 billion people, 
living in many climates and adhering to 
a number of faith traditions, can’t pos- 
sibly be home to a single homogenous 
cuisine. 

It’s a worthy, even important goal, 
but one comes away from Ritu wishing 
for a little more play — and maybe a 
tad fewer fried vegetables. The focus is 
on small plates and chaats, the street 
snacks that populate city sidewalks, 
although there is pleasure to be found 
in the meatiest dishes as well. Further, 
we re always on the hunt for affordable 
chef’s tasting menus that offer a little 
more dazzle than ordering a la carte, 
and in that Bhagat excels — Ritu’s four- 
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course, family-style meal is only $45, 
with an optional wine pairing for $24. 
In the transition from its prior 
incarnation as Dum — the two-year- 
old brick-and-mortar follow-up to a 
long-running food truck of the same 
name — Bhagat has pared back the 
curries to the bare minimum. And some 
of the new offerings, like a jackfruit 
biryani, crackle with authenticity. But 
on one visit, a few things were off-kilter, 
often in easily repairable ways. Drizzled 
with tamarind sauce and speckled with 
cumin, a plate of dahi vada (or lentil 
fritters in yogurt, $9) consisted of dry, 
crumbly cakes drowning in lactic acid. 
Fennel pakora ($10) was on the salty 
side, tamarind sauce couldn’t impart 
a distinct identity to an onion kulcha 
($6), and the tandoori fried chicken 
($14) was tasty but hard to compre- 
hend. Heavily sauced yet lacking that 
fall-off-the-bone quality that the hot- 
test ovens provide, its curried notes 
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came through even as the mustard in 
the sauce was harder to detect. Fin- 
ger-licking though it certainly is, it’s 
by no means Carolina-style barbecue. 
You get the feeling Ritu’s instincts for 
caution and risk-taking are fighting 
themselves to a draw. 

The name means “seasons” — on 
the Hindu calendar, there are six of 
them, not four — and the most fulfill- 
ing dish was the wintriest. A tomato-y, 
$24 lamb shank rogan josh, which 
essentially quivered and disintegrated 
when the fork approached, was rich and 
satisfying, its outer spices having pene- 
trated into the meat the way heavy rain 
replenishes the water table. Earning 
points for presentation was a version 
of paneer kofta ($16) that let the cream 
take center-stage, combined with peas 
and cashews; this was the best fried 
dish of all. The pork vindaloo ($16) is 
tangy and irresistible, although that’s 
hardly an uncommon dish.

Like a broth-less minestrone, the 
tower of pickles was a big fat pile of veg- 
etables ($3). But they felt lightly brined 
in a thinned vinegar, hardly products of 
a salty, aromatic fermentation — and 
sadly, no mango in the lot. As a whole, 
the vegetables are muffled in batters. 
Earlier in the summer, when asparagus 
was plentiful, Bhagat served a minty, 
limey asparagus chaat with fat chunks 
of radish and the spears arranged over 
the yogurt, Lincoln Log-style — and 
sadly, the palak paneer has since fallen 
off the menu as well. 

Ritu’s atmosphere is perfectly con- 
cordant — the indigo tile remains in 
place from the Local Mission Eatery 
days, several years back, and the wall art 
is excellent. But overall, one pines for a 
greater degree of adventure.

In the Inner Sunset, before you 
get to the busy intersection at Irving 
Street and Ninth Avenue and all that ex- 
ists in the great beyond after that, you can 
find an old-school sandwich shop that 





seems to be from another time — and 
frankly, from another city completely. 
The Yellow Submarine is between 
Sixth and Seventh avenues, and makes 
some of the best Boston-style hoagies 
in the Bay Area. Having opened in 1971 
and been taken over by current owner 
Juliet Naser in 1975, it has a legacy few 
other neighborhood sandwich shops 
can claim. Its yellow exterior and large 
maroon awning welcome you to a space 
that looks like it hasn’t changed much 
since opening almost 50 years ago. 
Immediately to the right is a counter 
with a large, flat grill behind it. Straight 
ahead is the register below a massive 
menu of simple sandwiches made with 
cold cuts, meatball or veal parmesan, 
and steak with cheese. To the left of the 
register, the restaurant opens up toa 
small dining area that reminds me of all 
the little sandwich places in the North 
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Italian combo

End of Boston, where the goombahs and 
hoods congregate while the rest of the 
world is at work. There’s an old mural 
painted on the back wall that doubles as 
a menu, and considering the sandwiches 
are priced at $2.25, it’s been there for 
quite some time. 

The present-day sandwiches are 
priced at $7.99 for a medium and 
$10.59 for a large — and that large is 
about the size of a construction worker’s 
forearm. The steak-and-cheese is the 
most popular option, stuffed with sliced 
meat that has been grilled with peppers 
and onions and loaded with “the works” 
(pickles, tomatoes, lettuces, onions, oil, 
vinegar, mayonnaise, hot sauce, mus- 
tard, and a choice of American, Swiss, or 
provolone cheese). 

All the sandwiches are prepared on 
a freshly baked loaf of sourdough, soft 
on the inside with a perfectly toasted

crust. When it comes to subs, I’m more 
of traditionalist, so it’s almost impossi- 
ble to veer away from the Italian combo 
with its layers upon layers of thin, salty, 
processed meats piled high with crunchy 
veggies and oozing with condiments. 
Although they will insist that you toast 
your cold-cut sandwich, I recommend 
standing your ground. (You can take the 
boy out of Boston, but when you try and 
toast the Boston boy’s salami, we are 
going to have a problem.) 

A little oasis like the Yellow Sub- 
marine is the perfect refuge for any 
Northeasterner who needs a little break 
from tacos and poke bowls every once 
in a while. But no matter where you're 
from, sometimes you just need a good 
sandwich.

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ence of being in the line,” Rosati says. 

With 180 locations worldwide, the 
14-year-old fast-casual burger joint 
will arrive in Palo Alto later this fall, 
with subsequent locations in Larkspur 
and on the corner of Filbert and Fill- 
more streets in Cow Hollow opening 
in 2019. The parent company is hardly 
Burger King, but with Shake Shacks in 
London and Dubai, this might sound 
like S.F. is merely the latest quarry for 
some cookie-cutter colonizer. Any- 
thing but, insists Rosati, who travels 
the world opening new ones and suss- 
ing out culinary local color. 

“The last thing I want is for peo- 
ple to be, “You don’t know anything 
about us. You sat in an office in New 
York and Googled “San Francisco,” 
and you saw Ghirardelli’s and it’s all 
you think we do and you put it on the 
menu, ” he says. “Burger culture here 
in the past couple of years has really 
changed. There’s a whole thing with 
patty melts going on now. You have 
great butchers. On one trip alone, I 
went to four places to try dry-aged 
meats and they were all very simple in 
their creation.” 

Above all, Shake Shack’s build is 
not another In-N-Out copycat — and 
there’s far more than just burgers on 
the menu. By way of a hypothetical 
example of the variety we can expect 
overall, Rosati adds that if he’s looking 
around for a jam maker, he’ll source 
one for Marin and one for Palo Alto. In 
a slightly more concrete vein, he notes 
that a Shake Shake on Manhattan’s 
Upper East Side sells a dessert that 
pays homage to the bakery that claims 
to have invented the black-and-white 
cookie. Another, in Williamsburg, 
works with molecular gastronomist 
Wylie Dufresne’s new restaurant con- 
cept Du’s Donuts. 

Rosati got involved with the compa- 
ny when he happened to meet the chef 
of Gramercy Tavern, another of Mey- 
er’s restaurants. Peppering him with 
questions about whether the meat 
was seasoned before it was cooked or 
vice versa, he ended up talking himself 
into a job for which he was “grossly un- 
der-qualified” at the time. That may be 
understatement for comedic effect, but 
it wasn’t the most orthodox career path. 

“I had a math teacher who said, ‘If 
you guys don’t buckle down and study, 
youre going to wind up cooking ham- 
burgers,’ ” he says. “Mr. Johnson was 
right!” 

But the result, as the Bay Area will 
soon see, is simple: fine-dining burgers 
served in a fast-casual environment, 
and with better fries than the home- 
state favorite. 

“We talk about it like it’s brain sur- 
gery, Rosati says. “I’m a purist. I want 
a cheeseburger with nothing on it, 
coming off the griddle with the cheese 
still melting, and it’s the purest expres- 
sion of perfect hamburger love. 

“T think a lot of our other Shacks are 
going to be jealous,” he adds.

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Johnny Marr May Wander, 
But He’s Not Lost 





The former Smiths guitarist and heralded musician ventures to another world on his latest solo record.

If every band Johnny Marr has 


worked with were to play a show together, 
youd have the makings of a multi-day fes- 
tival. Naturally, the headliner would be 
The Smiths, a band that — despite exist- 
ing for only five years — has become one 
of the most influential rock groups of the 
past century, but the bill would also in- 
clude Modest Mouse, The Cribs, The Pre- 
tenders, Paul McCartney, and composer 
Hans Zimmer. 

In short, Marr’s career is a survey of 
rock music over the past four decades 
— which is just how he planned it. 

“It was never my intention to stay 
in the same group for 40 years,” Marr 
says. ‘I understand that narrative. It’s 
become a thing in some areas of rock 
music, whether it’s the Rolling Stones 
or U2, but that was never for me. I was 
always interested in collaborating.” 

Many people have attempted to 
position Marr’s post-Smiths career as 
though he were a lone soldier with a 
Fender strapped behind his back. His 
press clippings are littered with phrases 
like “hired gun” and “journeyman,” but 
Marr resents the implications that he’s 
not fully committed to every opportu- 
nity he undertakes. 

“T find that somewhat reductive and 
quite demeaning,” he says. “It’s funny 
how when Brian Eno works with 25 dif- 
ferent bands in his career, he’s referred 
to as eclectic and creative, but because 
I’m a guitar player who came out of a 
British four-piece rock group, I get sad- 
dled with that kind of lazy stuff.” 

At present, Marr is preparing for a 
U.S. tour that will place him under the 
center spotlight as he shares cuts from 
his latest solo record, Call the Comet. 

Following 2013's The Messenger and 
2014’s Playland, Marr’s third album 
imagines an alternate world in which te- 
nets of humanity like kindness and em- 
pathy were valued above the almighty 
dollar. The conceptual nature of the 
54-year-old’s new record was also an op- 
portunity to explore psychogeography. 

“It’s the idea [focused on the] vibe 
and spirit of cities and towns and build- 
ings and streets and, to an extent, the 
people in those places,” Marr explains. 

Call the Comet was also an outlet for 
Marr to channel his feelings following 
the 2016 emergence of Donald Trump 
and Brexit. Following a book tour to 


promote his memoir, Set the Boy Free, 
he found himself eager to return to the 
studio “as a kind of escape.” To that end, 
he decamped to the top floor of an old 
industrial factory on the outskirts of his 
hometown in Manchester. 

“It got pretty psychedelic in there,” 
Marr recalls. “We were projecting a lot 
of news feeds on the walls, which were 
about 25 feet high. Working in that en- 
vironment inspired a certain kind of ... 

I don’t know whether dystopian is the 
word, but it got fairly sci-fi in there.” 

At points, Marr would even sleep in 
the space after working extended hours. 

“T thought the days of waking up

er day behind the mixing desk were 
behind me,” he says, “but I got pulled 
into it and it was good.” 

The result is an album that blends 
Marr’s trademark jangly guitars and 
British rock aesthetic with lyrical con- 
structs that recall the work of literary 
greats like Philip K. Dick and H.G. 
Wells. However, elements of the fan- 
tastical are contrasted with songs that 
reflect the stark truths of reality. 

While Marvr’s only self-imposed 
limitation in creating Call the Comet 
was that he “not write a political re- 
cord,” he concedes that the finished 


product is a reflection of the world 

in which it was created. “Different 
Gun’ was written in response to the 
2016 terrorist attack in Nice, and 
Marr penned “Rise” the morning after 
Trump was elected. 

“T arrived in the United States to 
find my friends in the same kind of 
shock and disappointment that my 
U.K. friends had all been through six 
months before,” he says of that day. 

Then there’s a song like “Hi, Hello” 
— a feverishly catchy (and entirely 
autobiographical) tune that could be 
mistaken for something from Marr’s 
time with The Smiths. Call the Comet 
is thus a reflection of Marr’s commit- 
ment to his own intuition. 

In 1982, he hopped on a bus and 
knocked on strangers’ doors to find 
and recruit a lad named Steven Pat- 
rick Morrissey. In 2005, he jumped 
on a plane across the Atlantic to meet 
with a band called Modest Mouse, 
which would eventually lead to Marr’s 
first album in the U.S to reach No. 

1. With Call the Comet, Marr has yet 
again followed his instincts to create 
a record that is part concept album, 
part personal reflection, and entirely 
befitting of one of rock’s most iconic 
talents. 

“There was a period when I was 14 
or 15 when I found myself in a band 
called Sister Ray,” he recalls. “I knew 
that if I played with them for a while, 
I would learn how to play like the 
Stooges. So that’s what I did. These 
men were complete strangers to me, 
and some were very dubious, scary 
dudes, but two nights a week I went 
to the red-light district in Manchester 
with my guitar and went into this 
basement with these guys and played 
a set with them. I got beaten-up once 
trying to get home. It was fucking 
dangerous man, but that’s my life. 
That’s my life. That’s what I do.”

Most eighth birthdays involve 
clowns or bumper bowling, and they often 
end in sugar rushes and stressed-out paren- 
tal chaperones hitting the bottle pretty 
hard once the last minivan arrives to scoop 
up the last kid. More importantly, they 
only last for a couple of hours, tops. But 
for Public Works, an eighth birthday is an 
excuse to rage the way LCD Soundsystem 
describes, have a party “like in Spain 
where they go all night /... Or like Berlin 
where they go another night, all right!” 
Starting on Friday, Sept. 21 and lasting 
until the morning of Sunday, Sept. 23, a 
30-hour-plus party means that eight truly 
is great. 

“We figured for the eighth, we'd roll 
with the infinity and try to get the nev- 
erending party,’ Public Works founder 
Jeff Whitmore tells SF Weekly. “With 
that, you've got a pretty good lineup of 
a lot of different styles.” 

Among the acts slated to perform 
are Floorplan, Danny Daze, and Lena 
Willikens and Xosar with Matthias 
Meyer — who Whitmore describes as 
“very big with the Berghain set.” S.F. 
staples like Electroluxx’s resident DJs 
Beya, Mark O’Brien, and Major will 
play, as well as returning hometown 
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favorites Honey Soundsystem, who 
threw their 10-year anniversary rave at 
Public Works last year. There’s at least 
one in-house staff member who's got a 
crew (Nonsuit), who’s opening the loft 
on Friday evening. 

These are symbolically important 
bookings for a well-regarded venue 
— once a grow space and later a site 
for porn shoots — that’s known for 
closing down the dead-end block of 
Erie Street east of Mission for a good 
time. But more than that, they reflect 
how nightlife has shifted over the years. 
Public Works and Mighty — which has 
since become the Great Northern — 
were established in part as a reaction 
against the ostentatious nature of the 
early-2010s ultra-lounge, with its bottle 
service and the elevation of conspicuous 
consumption over genuine hedonism. 

Further, Public Works initally 
kicked into high gear after the Burning 
Man-related organizers for a New Year’s 
warehouse party got tipped off that 
their chosen venue was set to be raided. 

“They'd promoted it a bit and word 
got out that this illegal underground 
party was going to happen, so they 
moved it into our space on that night,” 
Whitmore says. “It was a great start 
for what we intended on being: a space

that could house these events.” 

Rather than installing lighted floors 
and catering to a clientele determined 
to drink $400 worth of Belvedere vodka 
in a VIP. section, Public Works rode the 
early days of Facebook when everyone 
organically saw every post of everything 
they “liked” to become more of a club for 
the people. 

Soliciting feedback from the nightlife 
world, Whitmore and company put in 
a high-end soundsystem and a floating 
dance floor “that gave a little bit of ease 
to the knees.” Having more than one 
room was always in the cards, and in 
terms of genre, Public Works’ program- 
ming has always been a mix. The space 
has hosted Non Stop Bhangra for seven 
years, and Hard French has been there 
several times. Via Noise Pop, Big Free- 
dia has played there, too — and Public 
Works also houses cultural events on 
weeknights, like The Moth, Odd Salon, 
and Speechless. 

The very nature of the underground 
has changed, Whitmore says. Long-gone 
are the days when promoters would make 
a few phone calls to bartenders, who 
would direct everybody to after-hours 
parties once 1:45 a.m. rolled around. You 
can say that social media, or the very con- 
cept of virality, has collapsed the pipeline

by which underground culture slowly 
infiltrated the mainstream. In practice, 
this means an act that Public Works takes 
a chance on could play the upstairs room 
for a modest fee and end up filling the 
main room a year-and-a-half later. 

“That was the whole idea behind the 
space, and what I love about it to this 
day,” he says, adding that “the under- 
ground is not typically made up of people 
making six-figure incomes.’ Along with 
the Midway, the much-larger club on 
the far side of Dogpatch that Whitmore 
co-founded, Public Works exists to re- 
store and maintain a sense of adventure 
in nightlife. One of his favorite aspects 
is the benign confusion that besets some 
newcomers. 

“We'll have two parties, and when 
people come up, we'll be like, ‘Which 
party are you here for?’ It’s, ‘Oh, I don’t 
know, I just heard Public Works, ” he 
says. “We want to be that space that gives 
a little something to anybody that wants 
to come out.”

The duo’s moniker was inspired by the drumbeats and chorus of brass horns heard prominently on their debut 
track, “Say U Will,” which would become the duo’s core sound even as they incorporated a broader range of genres in their 
coming work. They went on to collaborate with Anderson.Paak and GoldLink, as their unique blend of brass and bass-in- 
fused dance with funked-out R&B won the hearts of electronic and hip-hop listeners everywhere. For Brasstracks, 2016 
proved to bea watershed year, not only releasing their excellent debut album Good Love, but also producing Chance the 
Rapper's Grammy Award-winning hit single “No Problem,” which catapulted the duo to new career heights. Brasstracks’ 
live performances are about as bombastic as you would expect, complete with organic drums and blaring horns that are 
sure to fill each venue with euphoria.

Years before singer-songwriter Kali Uchis ever electrified fans around the world with her distinct, soul-filled vocals and 
genre-defying production, she was living out of her car, a teenager with little more than a laptop and a MIDI keyboard. Yet 
these were the key ingredients, along with her endless ambition and immense talent, that propelled her to stardom shortly 
after her high school graduation. Born in Virginia, the now-24-year-old spent her childhood moving back and forth from 
the U.S. to Colombia, where her family is from. After self-releasing her 2012 mixtape Drunken Babble, Uchis eventually 
found herself receiving a fair amount of attention, notably from Snoop Dogg, one of the first major artists to publicly cosign 
her. With heavyweight producers like Kaytranada and Diplo, Uchis released her 2015 debut EP Por Vida to ecstatic praise, 
with many reviewers commending Uchis’ musical versatility, blending elements of neo-soul, 50s pop, and trip-hop to create 
a sound that feels simultaneously retro and fresh. Hot off the success of Por Vida, Uchis became the talk of the industry, re- 
ceiving nominations in 2017 for the Latin Grammy for Best Record and Grammy for Best R&B Performance for her collabo- 
rations with Juanes and Daniel Caesar, respectively. With an already impressive career, Uchis released her stunning debut 
studio album Isolation in April, with many hailing the album as one of the year’s best. Isolation continues where Por Vida left 
off, adding in flourishes of funk and bossa nova within a dreamy atmosphere worth isolating yourself in. Tim Casagrande

However, this painful loneliness, 
depression, aging, and feeling unnoticed seem to be 
getting the best of me. I cry often and would really like 
it all to end. Any advice? 

Lonely Aging Gay 


“In the very short term, LAG needs to tell his 
therapist about the suicidal ideation,” said Michael 
Hobbes. “In the longer term, well, that’s going to 
take a bit more to unpack.” 

Hobbes is a reporter for HuffPost and recently 
wrote a mini-book-length piece titled “Together 
Alone: The Epidemic of Gay Loneliness.” During his 
research, Hobbes found that, despite growing legal 
and social acceptance, a worrying percentage of 
gay men still struggle with depression, anxiety, and 
suicidal ideation. 

Loneliness, Hobbes explained to me, is an evolu- 
tionary adaptation, a mechanism that prompts us 
humans—members of a highly social species—to 
seek contact and connection with others, the kind 
of connections that improve our odds of survival. 

“But there’s a difference between being alone and 
being lonely,” said Hobbes. “Being alone is an objec- 
tive, measurable phenomenon: You don’t have very 
many social contacts. Being lonely, on the other 
hand, is subjective: You feel alone, even when you're 
with other people. This is why advice like Join a 
club!’ or ‘Chat with your waitress!’ doesn’t help lone- 
ly people.” 

The most effective way to address loneliness, 
according to Hobbes’s research, is to confront it 
directly. 

“LAG may just need to get more out of the re- 
lationships he already has,” said Hobbes. “He has 
a job, friends, a therapist, a life. This doesn’t mean 
that his perceptions are unfounded—our society is 
terrible to its elders in general and its LGBTQ elders 
in particular—but there may be opportunities in his 
life for intimacy that he’s not tapping into. Acquain- 
tances LAG hasn't checked in on for a while. Ran- 
dom cool cousins LAG never got to know. Volun- 
teering gigs you fell out of. It’s easier to reanimate 
old friendships than to start from scratch.” 

Another recommendation: Seek out other lonely 
guys—and there are lots of them out there. 

“LAG isn’t the only gay guy who has aged out of 
the bar scene—so have I —and struggles to find sex 
and companionship away from alcohol and right 
swipes,’ said Hobbes. “His therapist should know of 
some good support groups.” 

And if your therapist doesn’t know of any good 
support groups—or if you don't feel comfortable 
telling your therapist how miserable you are, or if 
you ve told your therapist everything and they hav- 
en't been able to help—find a new therapist. 


I’m a fortysomething gay male. I’m single and 
cannot get a date or even a hookup. I’m short, over- 
weight, average looking, and bald. I see others, gay 
and straight, having long-term relationships, getting 
engaged, getting married, and it makes me sad and 
jealous. Some of them are jerks—and if them, why 
not me? Here's the part that’s hard to admit: I know 
something is wrong with me, but I don’t know what it 
is or how to fix it. I'm alone and I'm lonely. I know your 
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advice can be brutal, Dan, but what do I have to lose? 
Alone And Fading 


“AAF said to be brutal, so I’m going to start 
there: You might not ever meet anyone,” said 
Hobbes. “At every age, in every study, gay men are 
less likely to be partnered, cohabiting, or married 
than our straight and lesbian counterparts. Maybe 
we re damaged, maybe we're all saving ourselves 
for a Hemsworth, but spending our adult lives and 
twilight years without a romantic partner is a real 
possibility. It just is.” 

And it’s not just gay men. In Going Solo: The Ex- 
traordinary Rise and Surprising Appeal of Living Alone, 
sociologist Eric Klinenberg unpacked this remark- 
able statistic: More than 50 percent of adult Amer- 
icans are single and live alone, up from 22 percent 
in 1950. Some are unhappy about living alone, but 
it seemed that most—at least according to Klinen- 
berg’s research—are content. 

“Maybe there is something wrong with AAF, 
but maybe he’s just on the unlucky side of the 
statistics,” said Hobbes. “Finding a soul mate is 
largely out of our control. Whether you allow your 
lack of a soul mate to make you bitter, desperate, 
or contemptuous is. So be happy for the young 
jerks coupling up and settling down. Learn to take 
rejection gracefully—the way you want it from the 
dudes you're turning down—and when you go ona 
date, start with the specificity of the person sitting 
across from you, not what you need from him. He 
could be your Disney prince, sure. But he could also 
be your museum buddy or your podcast cohost or 
your afternoon 69er or something you haven't even 
thought of yet.” 


Tama 55-year-old gay male. I am hugely overweight 
and have not had much experience with men. I go on a 
variety of websites trying to make contact with people. 
However, if anyone says anything remotely compli- 
mentary about me, I panic and run. A compliment 
about my physical appearance? I shut down the profile. 
I don't like being like this. I just believe in being honest. 
And if I'm honest, I’m ugly. The face, even behind a big- 
ass beard, is just not acceptable. I have tried therapy, 
and it does nothing. How do I get past being ugly and go 
out and get laid? 

Unappealing Giant Loser Yearns 


You say you re ugly, UGLY, but there are some 
people who disagree with you—the people who 
compliment you on your appearance, for instance. 

“Tm not sure I even believe in the word ‘ugly’ 
anymore,’ said Hobbes. “No matter what you look 
like, some percentage of the population will be at- 
tracted to you. Maybe it’s 95 percent or maybe it’s 
5 percent, but they are out there. When you find 
them, do two things: First, believe them. Second, 
shut up about it.” 

In other words: Just because you wouldn’t want 
to sleep with you, UGLY, that doesn’t mean no one 
wants to sleep with you. 

“T remember reading an interview with Stephen 
Fry, where he said that when he first started out as 
an actor, people would come up to him and say, “You 
were so great in that play!’ and his first response 
would be, ‘No, I was terrible,” said Hobbes. “He 
thought he was being modest, but what he was real- 
ly doing, he realized later, was being argumentative. 
Eventually, he started to just say “Thank you.” 

Hobbes thinks you should try to be like Fry, a big 
dude with a cute husband: “The next time someone 
tells him they’re into big dudes with beards, don’t 
argue, don’t panic, and don’t hesitate. Just say 
“Thank you’ and let the conversation move on.”
